In connection with the Criminal Intelligence Program (62-9) 
Los Angeles, the UCLA "Daily Bruin," July 7, 1967 carried an articles 
that dealt with the June 23 Century Plaza incident in which police 
officers used force to break up a crowd of 10,000 "peace" demonstra- 
tors in front of the Century Plaza Hotel, Los Angeles, where President 
Lyndon Johnson was speaking. The article set out comments of a Los 
Angeles police officer who defended the action of the Police Depart- 
ment and counter-comments of Donald Kalish who attacked the Department. 
He stated the crowd was peaceful and dedicated to peace. 


On 7/7/67, an individual was observed passing out leaflets 
on the University of Southern California Campus which noted that an 
anti-war picketing was to be conducted at the Los Angeles Police Depart- 
ment headquarters on 7/8/67. Pamphlets indicated that the picketing 
was to be held to protest police assault on the anti-war movement on 
June 23.

Communist front group literature 
is distributed at the church. The church is used by some Communist 
Party members for "mass concentration" work.

The Students for a Democratic Society (SDS), as it 
is known today, came into being at a founding convention held 
at Port Huron, Michigan, in June, 1962. The SDS is an association 
of young people cn the left and has a current program of pro- 
testing the draft, promoting a campaign for youth to develop 
a conscientious objector status, denouncing United States 
intervention in the war in Vietnam and to "radically transform" 
the university community, and provide for its complete control 
by students. Gus Hall, General Secretary, Communist Party, USA, 
when interviewed by a representative of United Press International 
in San Francisco, California, on May 14, 1965, described the 
SDS as a part of the "responsible left" which the Party has 
"going for us", At the June, 1955, SDS National Convention, 
an anticommunist proviso was removed from the SDS constitution. 
In the October 7, 1966, issue of "New Left Notes", the official 
publication of SDS, an SDS spokesman stated that there are some 
communists in SDS and they are welcome. The national head- 
quarters of this organization as of April 18, 1967, was located 
in Room 206, 1608 West Madison Street, Chicago, Illinois.

WOMEN FOR LEGISLATIVE ACTICN 


A source advised on May 1, 1963, that the Women for 
Legislative Action was formed in 1952, claiming to be an andependent 
organization dedicated to non-partisan participation in legislatiy 

and civic activities. Its position in favoring or Opposing 
legislation usually parallels the position of the Communist Party 
and related groups. It also supports legislation to abolish the 
House Committee on Un-American Activities. Membership in the Yomen 
for Legislative Action does not, of itself, connote membe rshis in 

or Symgathy with the Communist Party.

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COMMUNIST? INFILTRATION OF THE 
WOMEN STRIKE FOR PEACE, . 
Also Known As 
Women's International Strike for. Peace 


A source advised on May 27, 1968, that the Women 
Strike for Peace (WSP) in the Southern California area began 
its' operations in the late fall of 1961, as an affiliate of the 
national organization formed that year in Washington, D. C. 
It is a peace oriented women's organization which is opposed 
to the present American foreign policy in Vietnam. It has 
also sought legislation which would bring about the abolition 
of the House Committee on Un-American Activities. In addition 
to conducting numerous letter writing campaigns which concern 
current United States civil rights and foreign policy problems, 
WSP locally has become quite active in draft counseling and draft 
leafleting. Counseling, in the form of providing information 
concerning alternatives to the draft, and distributing leaflets 
providing this information have taken place’ on an increasingly 
consistent pace. Much of the leafleting takes place adjacent to 
high school campuses and in Shopping centers. WSP feels that these 
methods of opposing United States intervention in Vietnam have been 
quite effective and more effective than frequent participation in 
demonstrations protesting the war in Vietnam. 


The same source stated that WSP is a non-membership 
orgenization and has no officers. The organization is open 
to women of all political opinions who are interested in world 
peace, Jt makes no effort to exclude from its activities members 
of, or persons sympathetic to, the Communist Party and related 
groups,

It was 
organized by BOBBY SEALE, BPP Chairman, and HUEY P. NEWTON, 
BPP Minister of Defense. NEWTON is presently serving a sentence 
of 2 to 15 years on a conviction of ‘manslaughter in connection 
with the killing of an Oakland police officer. 


The official newspaper, "The Black Panther", which 
dunthios describes itself as the "Black Community News Service", 
States that the BPP advocates the use of guns and guerrilla 
tactics in its revolutionary program to end oppression of the black 
people. .Residents of the black community are urged to arm themselves 
against the police who are consistently referred to in the publi- 
cation as "pigs" who should be killed. 


"The Black Panther" issue of September 7, 1968, contains 
an editorial by BPP Minister of Education, GEORGE MASON MURRAY, which 
ends with the following: 


"Black men. Black people, colored persons of America, 
revolt everywhere! Arm yourselves, The only culture worth keeping 
4s a revolutionary culture. Change. Freedom everywhere. Dynamite? 
Black Power. Use the gun. Kill the pigs everywhere”.

From an 
initial ideological posture of "participatory democracy", the 
current line of the national leadership reveals an adherence to 
Marxism-Leninism.,, Michael Klonsky, National Secretary, in March, 
1969, called for the building of a revolutionary Marxist-Leninist

The "People's World", a weekly west coast communist 
newspaper, in its issue of November 5, 1966, in an article on 
Page 3, describes the Peace Action Council (PAC) as "a co-ordinating 
agency for peace activists” which conducts emergency mobilizations 
and demonstrative actions against the war in Vietnam. : 


On July 22, 1966, a source’ reported that the PAC, which 
has also been known as the Greater Los Angeles Peace Action 


Council (GLAPAC), was formed during the early summer of 1966 for 


the express purpose of protesting the war in Vietnam during the 
National Governors Conference held in Los Angeles, California 
from July 4 to July 8, 1966. Following the conclusion of that 
conference, the PAC members decided to continue as a coordinating 
group to sponsor similar: protest demonstrations at later dates. 


This source was recontacted on August 1, 1969, and 
reported that the PAC continues to operate under the same basic 
concept, noting that in 1968 and 1969, PAC had sponsored demonstrations 
againsts Presidents JOHNSON and NIXON, protesting the policies of 
their respective administrations governing American military 
commitments in Vietnam.

A source advised on January 16, 1970, that the 
Los Angeles Friends of the Black Panthers (LAFBP) was 
organized in Los Angeles in March 1969, for the purpose 
of supporting the Black Panther Party (BPP) (See Appendix) 
in their struggle against the "establishment" and to 
generally improve ‘conditions in the Negro Community. 
Support of the BPP was to include sponsorship of functions 
to raise money which would be contributed. to the BPP.

The "People's World", a weekly west coast 
communist newspaper, in its issue of November 5, 1966, 
in an article on Page 3, describes the Peace Action 
Council (PAC) as "a coordinating agency for peace 
activists" which conducts emergency mobilizations and 
demonstrative actions against the war in Vietnam.

On July 22, 1966, a source reported that the 
PAC, which has also been known as the Greater Los Angeles 
Peace Action Council (GLAPAC) , was formed during the early 
summer of: 1966, for the express purpose of protesting the 
war in Vietnah dubing the National Governors Conference 
held in Los Angeles, California, from July k-8, 1966. 
Following the conclusion of that conference, the PAC 
members decided to continue as a coordinating group ; 
to sponsor similar protest demonstrations at later dates. 


A second source was contacted on April 24, 1970, 
and reported that the PAC continues to operate under the 
Same basic concept, noting that in 1968 and 1969, PAC 
had sponsored demonstrations against Presidents JOHNSON 
and NIXON, protesting the policies of their respective 
administrations governing American military comnitments 
in Vietnam. PAC presently maintains its headquarters 
at 2p North Western Avenue, Los Angeles, California, 
90004, telephone number 462-8188. 
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REVOLUTIONARY YOUTH MOVEMENT 


A source advised that the Revolutionary Youth 
Movement IL (RYMII) faction of Students for a Democratic 
Seciety (SDS) held a national conference at Atlanta, Georgia, 
from November 26 to 30, 1969. At this conference it was 
decided to form a new organization to be known as Revolutionary 
Youth Movement (RYM), characterized as a mass anti-imperialist 
youth organization, said organization being proposed as 
separate and distinct in form and content from SDS. The 
"Principles of Unity" adopted by the conference included a’ 
struggle against white supremacy and male supremacy; fights 
against imperialism, anticommunism, fascism and oppression 

of vouth; and support of the right of self-determination of 
ali “oppressed nations,” also support of the right of all 
“oppressed and exploited” peoples "to armed self-defense." 

it was agreed that RYM would not be a Marxist-Leninist 
organization; however, Source said this was jdecided in order 
se indicate an organization broad enough in/form to be 
acceptable to everyone. A temporary National Steering 
Committee (NSC) made up of eight females and two males was 
elected to govern RYM until national officers could be 
elected during the Spring of 1970, 


RYM publications have listed the RYM National Office 
‘(EO) at Post Office Box 5421 and Post Office Box 77012 C, 
born Atlanta, Georgia, and a second source has advised that 
the NO has no office space but would probably be considered as 
located at Apartment 27, 1067 Alta Avenue, Northeast, Atianta. 


Second scurce advised that women dominated the 
founding conference and have continued to dominate NSC 
meetings to the point that "women's liberation" has apparently 
become the RYM's principal issue - also that RYM's poor 
financial condition has resulted in its failure to publish 
& paper. During early 1970, RYM has decided to cater to 
the working class rather than youth, since the potential for 
for social revolution lies in worxers. 


A third source has stated that it was decided at 
the March 1970, NSC meeting that RYM women had decided the 
organization will be molded into a "working class, Marxist- 
Leninist, revolutionary, anti-imperialist, problack 
nationalist, people's women's liberation organization." 
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APPENDIX 
STUDENTS FOR A DEMOCRATIC SOCIETY 


Students for a Democratic Society, commonly 

known as SDS, came into existence at a founding convention 
held during June 1962, at Port Huron, Michigan. From an 
initial posture of "participatory democracy, Marxist- 
Leninist ideology of various shadings became predominant 
during 1968-1969 with debate centering on how best to create 
a revolutionary youth movement. SDS moved from involvement 
in the civil rights struggle to an anti-Vietnam war position 
to advocacy of a militant anti-imperialist line linking up 
the oppressed peoples of Asia, Africa and Latin America 
with the black liberation movement in the United States. 
All major factions within SDS embrace Marxism-Leninism 
and identify internationally with China, Cuba and North Vietnan 
as countries “leading the worldwide struggles against the 
United States. However, the Soviet Union was regarded as 
imperialist and with the Communist Party, United States of 
America, "revisionist" in nature.

SDS operated under a national co stitution which 
called for an annual National Convention (NC) and quarterly 
National Council meetings wherein programs ‘were initiated 
and debated. Three national officers were elected annually 
with a National Interim Committee to run the organization. 
Regional offices and college chapters elected delegates to 
the national: meetings but each functicned inde endently on 
local matters. Its official publication "pire" (formerly 
"New Left Notes") last appeared in December 1969. 


Internal factionalism of serious proportions 
developed during 1968 - 1969 and the foriowing three factions 
evolved as a result of a split at the June 1969, NC: 
Weatherman, Worker Student Alliance (WSA), and Revolutionary 
Youth Movement (RYM). The effect of the split on SDS chapters 
throughout the country was divisive. Some aligned with one 
or the other of the three major factions. vouness, unaole to 
identify with any faction, disassociated with SDS completely 
and changed names. 


The SDS national office in recent years was 
located at 1608 West Madison Street, Chicago, Tllinois. It 
was closed in February 1970.

initially called.the "Action Faction,” Weatherman 
came into being immediately before the June 1969, Students 
for a Democratic Society (SDS) National Convention (RC). 
At this NC Weatherman won ali three netional officer positions 
and a majority of the National Interim Committee as well. | 
Subsequently, they took over the SDS National Office (NO) 
an Chicago, and controlled its funds, paper and national 
records. Although internal struggle existed until late 1969, 
Weatherman for all major purposes’ controlled SDS nationally ' 
from June 1969, until its NO closed in February 1970. At 
this time it no longer considered itself part of SDS. 


Tre term Weatherman emerged from an ideological 
paper prepared by its leaders entitled "you Don't Need a 
Weatherman to Know Which Way the Wind Blows" ("New Left 
Notes” June 18, 1969). This statement outlined the basic 
stance of Weatherman: Marxist-Leninist in content but with 
strong advocacy that action not theory would bring about 
revolution in the United States. This posture was complemented 
with an international identification to the/ Cuban revolution 
and Castro's statement that the duty of a revolutionary is 
to make revolution. : 


During October 1969, Weatherman riots in 
Chicago resuited in more than 260 arrests for mob action 
and related charges. A program of armed struggle was 
finalized during a December 1969, “War Council wherein 
terrorist tactics and political assassination were 
contemplated. The basic strength of Weatherman was then 
revealea to be some 300 - 350 nationally and geographically 
apportioned to the Midwest, New York, and some Northwest. ‘ 


As ite rhetoric’ of violence escalated, Weatherman 
feaders increasingly discussed the necessity of an underground 
operation wherein more than 90 percent of the organization 
would be submerged; "affinity groups” of three - five members 
woula function independently. In February 1970, Weatherman 
leaders announced a program of “strategic sabotage” with 
police and military Anstallations as primary targets. 


In February 1970, Weatherman abandoned the 
SDS NO, 1608 West Madison Street, Chicago, Illinois, and 
throughout the country entered an underground status. ° 
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WORKER STUDENT ALLIANCE/PROGRESS TVS: TABOR PARTY 


A source advisea during August 1969, that at 
the National Convention (NC) of Students for a Democratic 
Society (SDS) held in Chicago, Tllinois, during June 1969, 
a split arose between the Progressive Jabor Party (PLP) and 
the National Office (NO), the NO becoming known’ as the 
Weatherman faction. ‘The PLP faction drew the largest : 
support among those in attendance at the NC. 


Source. further advised that during late Summer, 

1959, the PLP faction of SDS established its National 
Headquarters (NE) on the second ficor of a loft-type ; 
puiliding at 173A Massachusetts Avenue, Boston, Massachusetts. 
The campaign-on which the ELE faction centered was to build 
a worker student-alliance or 4 campus worker student- 
alliance.

The "People's-World"”, a weekly west coast 
communist newspaper, ,in its issue of November 5, 1966, 
in an article on Page 3, describes the Peace Action 
Council (PAC) as "a coordinating agency for peace 
activists" which conducts emergency mobilizations and 
demonstrative actions against the war in Vietnam.

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REVOLUTIONARY YOUTH MOVEMENT 
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A source advised that the Revolutionary Youth 
Movement II (RYMII) faction of Students for a Democratic 
Society (SDS) held a national conference at Atlanta, Georgia,’ 
from November 26 to 30, 1969. At this conference it was 
decided to form a new organization to be known as Revolutionary 
Youth Movement (RYM), characterized as a mass anti-imperialist 
youth organization, said organization being proposed as 
separate and distinct in form and content from SDS. The 

Principles of Unity" adopted by the conference included a 
struggle against white supremacy and male supremacy; fights 
against imperialism, anticommunism, fascism and oppression 
of youth; and support of the right of self-determination of 
all “oppressed nations," also support of the right of all. 
"oppressed and exploited" peoples "to armed self-defense.” 

+ was agreed that RYM would not be a Marxist-Leninist 
organization; however, source said this was decided in order 
to indicate an organization broad enough in form to be 
acceptable to everyone. A temporary National Steering 
Committee (NSC) made up of eight females and two males was 
elected to govern RYM until national officers could be 
elected during the Spring of 1970. 


RYM publications have listed the RYM National Office 
(XO) at Post Office Box 5421 and Post Office Box 770le C; 
bov.n Atlanta, Georgia, and a second source has advised that 
the NO has no office space but would probably be considered as 
located at Apartment 27, 1067:Alta Avenue, Northeast, Atlanta.

Second source advised that women dominated the 
founding conference and have continued to agominate NSC. ; 
meetings to the point that "women's liberation" has apparently 
become the RYM'’s principal issue - also that RYM’s poor 
financial condition has resulted in its failure to publish 
a paper. During early 1970, RYM has decided to cater to 
the working class rather than youth, since the potential for 
for social revolution lies in workers. 


, A third source has stated that it was decided at 
the March 1970, NSC meeting that RYM women had decided the 
organization will be molded into a "working class, Marxist- 
- Leninist, revolutionary, anti-imperlalist, problack 
nationalist, people's women's liberation organization." 
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Students for a Democratic Society, commonly 

known as SDS, came into existence at a founding convention 

. held during June 1962,’ at Port Huron, Michigan. From an 
jnitial posture of "participatory democracy," Marxist-, 
Leninist ideology of various shadings became predominant 
during 1968-1969 with debate centering on how best to create 
a revolutionary youth movement. SDS moved from involvement 
in the civil rights struggle to an anti-Vietnam war position 
to advocacy of a militant anti-imperialist line Linking up 
the oppressed peoples of Asia, Africa ang Lavin America 
with the black liberation movement in the United States. 
All major factions within SDS embrace Marxism-Leninisn 
and identify internationally with China, Cuba and North Vietnam 
as countries leading the worldwide struggles against the 
United States. .However, the Soviet Union was regarded as 
imperialist and with the Communist Party, United States of 
America, "revisionist" in nature. 


1 SDS operated under a national constitution which 
called for an annual National Convention (NC) and quarterly 
i National Council meetings wherein programs were initiated 

| and debated. Three national officers were elected annually 
i 


with a National Interim Committee to run the organization. 
Regional offices and college chapters elected delegates to 
the national meetings but each functicned inde endently on 
local matters. Its official publication "Fire! (formerly 
"New Left Notes") last appeared in December 1969. 


Internal factionalism of serious proportions 
developed during 1968 - 1969 and the FOr eWi ne three factions 
evolved as a result of a split at the June 1969, NC: 
Weatherman, Worker Student Aliijance (WSA), and Revolutionary 
Youth Movement (RYM). The effect of the split on SDS chapters 
throughout the country was divisive. Some aligned with one 

‘ or the other of the three major factions. Uvhers, unable to 
identify with any faction, disassociated with SDS conpletely 
an@ changed names. ! 


The SDS national office in recent years was 
located at 1608 West Madison Street, Chicago, Illinois. it 
was Closed in February 1970.

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WEATHERMAN 


Initially called the-"Action Faction," Weatherman 
came into being immediately before the June 1969, Students 
for a Democratic Society (SDS) National Convention (NC). 

At this NC Weatherman won all three national officer positions 
and a majority of the-Nattonal Interim Committee as well. 
Subsequently, they took.ever the SDS National Office (NO) 

in Chicago, and controlled its funds, paper and national 
records. Although internal struggle existed until late 1969, 
Weatherman for all major purposes controlled SDS nationally 

| from June 1959, until its NO closed'in February 1970. At 

H this time it no longer considered ae a of SDS. 


: The term Weatherman emerged from an ideological 

paper prepared by its leaders entitled "You Don't Need a 
Weatherman to Know Which Way the Wind Blows" ("New Left 

Notes" June 18, 1969). This statement outlined the basic 
stance of Weatherman: . Marxist-Leninist in content but with 
‘strong advocacy that action not theory would bring about 
revolution in the United States. This posture was complemented 
with an international identification to the Cuban revolution 
and Castro's statement that the duty of a revolutionary is 

to make revolution. aN 


During October 1969, Weatherman riots in or 
Chicago resulted in more than 260 arrests for mob action 
and related charges. A program of armed struggle was 
finalized during a December 1969, "War Council” wherein 
terrorist tactics and political assassination “were 

4 contemplated. The basic strength of Weatherman was then - 
revealed to be some 300 - 350.nationally and geographically 
apportioned to the Midwest, New York, and some Northwest. 


As its rhetoric of vidlence escalated, Weatherman 
leaders increasingly discussed’ the necessity of an underground 
operation wherein more than 90 percent of the organization 
would be submerged; “affinity groups" of three - five members 
would function independently. In February 1970, Weatherman 
leaders announced a program of "strategic sabotage" with 
police and military installations as primary targets.

SDS NO, 1608 West Madison Street, Chicago, Illinois, and 
throughout the country entered an underground status. 
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A source advised during August 1969, that at 
the National Convention (NC) of Students for a Democratic 
Society (SDS) held in’Chicago, Illinois, during June 1969, 
a split arose between the Progressive Labor Party (PLP) and 
the National Office (NO), the NO becoming known as the 
Weatherman faction.

He said he had attended the conference as a observer and not 
as a delegate.

He described the conference as 
being without structure or organization. Proposals for 
actions were passed at the conference in groups from 20 to 
50 at a time.

War (VVAW). The affair had been previously announced as

Attached is a copy of a leaflet made available by 
LA T-1 on July 13, 1966, in connection with a silent vigil 
being held on the University of California at Los Angeles 
(UCIA) Campus each Wednesday. 


As the leaflet announces, silent vigils in protest of 
U.S. intervention in Vietnam are to be held each Wednesday on 
the UCLA Campus during the noon htur. LA T-1 stated that 
the vigils are not sponsored by any committee or group. 


' According to LA T-1, Dr. DONALD KALISH, Chairman of the 
Philosophy Department at UCLA, is the moving force behind the 
vigils. He apparently obtained the idea for this form of 
protest from similar protests which are being conducted in 

‘Santa Barbara, California. 


LA T-2, on March 10, 1966, advised that on 
February 25, 1966, the UCLA Chapter of the 
W.E.B. Du Bois Clubs of America, (see appendix 
W.E.B. Du Bois Clubs of America), sponsored 2 
speech by Bettina Aptheker, a self-admitted 
member of the Communist Party (CP), in the 
Grand Ballroom at UCLA. About 175 persons 
attended, including Dr. D6nald Kalish. 
Aptheker's speech was in opposition to 

U.S., policy in Vietnam. °

LA P-3 advised on March 4, 1966, that in 
early 1966 Donald Kalish was in contact 
with Herbert Aptheker, Director of the 
American Institute for Marxist Studies 
(AIMS)(see appendix) in New York City. 
Kalish indicated he was in agreement with 
Aptheker's work in AIMS. 


The July 14, 1966 edition of the "Los Angeles Times". 
a daily Los Angeles newspaper, Part 1, Page 3, contains an 
article under the caption "Silent UCLA Vigils Protest Nations 
Role in Vietnam.” 


The article states that on July 13, 1966, "Sixty women 
joined by about an equal number of men, used the eloquence 
of silence to demonstrate their concern over the nations 
involvement in Vietnam." Kalish is quoted in the article as 
eens that these demonstrations will continue until the war 
ends. 


Mr. Edward Weiss, Chief, Special Investigations 
Section, 115th INTC, Region II, U.S. Arny, Pasadena, 
California, was advised that the above demonstration took place 
and that others, each Wednesday were expected on the UCLA 
Campus.. Mr. Weiss was advised at 2:30 P.M. on July 1, 1966.

AMERICAN INSTITUTE FOR MARXIST STUDAES 


A source advised on April 9, 1963, that:on 
April 7, 1963, at a meeting of the New England District 
Committee, Communist Party, United States of America (CP, USA), 
held in Boston, Massachusetts, Herbert Aptheker stated he was 
developing an organization called American Institute for 
Marxist Studies (AIMS), which would eventually legalize the 
CP. He stated AIMS would publish literature on history, 
science, physics, archeology, and other subjects which 
would be rut out quarterly with various supplements. 


A second source advised in December, 1959, that 
Herbert Aptheker was elected to the National Committee, 
CP, USA, at the 17th National Convention of the CP, USA, 
held in December, 1959. 


A third source advised on June 7, 1963, that on 
June 3, 1963, Herbert Aptheker spoke at the CP, USA, New York 
District Board meeting concerning AIMS. Aptheker stated that, 
AIMS would unite and strenghten the CP although the CP would 
not be connected with it. He stated AIMS was being formed 
to operate within the scope of the McCarran and Smith Acts 
and would legally bring Marxist material and opinions to 
the attention of American scholars and the general public. 


A fourth source advised that as of May 7, 1965, 
AIMS was located at 20 East 30th Street, New York City.

W.E.B. DU BOIS CLUBS OF AMERICA (DCA) 


A source has advised that on October 26-27, 1963, 
a conference of members of the Communist Party (CP), including’ 
national functionaries, met in Chicago, Illinois, for the 
purpose of setting in motion forces for the establishment of a 
new national Marxist-oriented youth organization which would 


hunt for the most peaceful transition to socialism. These 


delegates were told that it would be reasonable to assume that 
the young socialists attracted into this new organization would 
eventually pass into the CP itself. 


A second source has advised that the founding 
convention for the new youth organization was held from June 
19-21, 1964, at 150 Golden Gate Avenue, San Francisco, California, 
at which time the name W.E.B, Du Bois Clubs of America (DCA) 
was adopted. Approximately 500 delegates from throughout the 
United States attended this convention. The aims of this 
organization, as set forth in the preamble to the constitution, 
are "It is our belief that this nation can best solve its 
problems in an atmosphere of peaceful coexistence, complete 
disarmament and true freedom for all peoples of the world, and 
that these solutions will be reached mainly through the united 
efforts of all democratic elements in our country, composed 
essentially of the working people allied in the unity of 
Negroes and other minorities with whites. We further fully 
recognize that the greatest threat to American democracy comes 
from the racist and right wing forces in coalition with the 
most reactionary sections of the economic power structure, 
using the tool of anti-Communism to divide and destroy the 
unified struggle of the working people.” 


Over the Labor Day weekend, 1965, the DCA held a 
conference in Chicago, Lilinois, and a new slate of officers was 
elected to the National Executive Committee (NEC) of the DCA, 
Since Labor Day, 1965, identities of those serving on the NEC 
has varied; however, according to a third source as of May, 
1966, thirteen of the fifteen members of the NEC were members 
of the CP in the San Francisco Bay area. 


As of May, 1966, the headquarters of the DCA was 
located at 1830 Fell Street, San Francisco, California.

The May 1, 1967, issue of the "Daily Bruin", the 
daily newspaper at UCLA, reported that this "Student Power 
Conference" was held as scheduled. There was no mention that 
any financial contributions had been made to KALISH who was 
not reported in attendance at this affair. 


SPECIAL AGENTS, FBI 


A "Stop the Draft Demonstration" sponsored by the 
Draft Resistance Union (DRU), was held at the Federal 
Building, 300 North Los Angeles Street, Los Angeles, on 
October 16, 1967. It was observed that DONALD KALISH was 
one of the leaders’ of this demonstration and was noted to 
pass out what appeared to be uncompleted or facsimile 
Selective Service Classification Cards. Comment was 
heard by someone at the gathering that he was going to burn 
one of these "John Doe" cards. A maximum of 300 persons 
participated in this demonstration. At the conclusion of / 
same, a paper bucket containing selective service cards and 
letters and other papers protesting the draft and the 
Vietnam conflict was left: in the office of U.S, Congressman 
GEORGE E. BROWN, JR. 


LA T-2 (10/16/67)

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An anti-Vietnam war demonstration sponsored by 
the SDS and the UCLA Vietnam Day Committee (VDC), a 
recognized club from the UCLA campus, was held on October 24, 
1967, at the Century Plaza Hotel in Los Angeles, where U.S, 
Secretary of State, DEAN RUSK, was appearing.

war in Vietnam. 


On July 22, 1966, a source reported that the PAC, 
which has also been known as the Greater Los Angeles Peace 
Action Council (GLAPAC), was formed during the early summer 
of 1966, for the express purpose of protesting the war in 
Vietnam during the National Governors! Conference held in Los 
Angeles, California, from July 4, to July 8, 1966, Following 
the conclusion of that conference, the PAC members decided 
to continue as a coordinating group to sponsor similar protest 
demonstrations at later dates. 


This source was recontacted on May 10, 1967, and 
reported that the PAC continues to operate under the same 
basic concept.

PROGRESSIVE LABOR PARTY 


A source advised on April 20, 1965, that the 
Progressive Labor Party (PLP), formerly known as the progressive 
Labor Movement (PIM), held its first national convention

KALISH signed a letter to the Attorney General 
of the United States protesting the requirement that the 
W.E.B. Du Bois Clubs of America (Pea) register as a 
communist front organization. 


In 1967, KALISH was Co-Vice Chairman of the 
Peace Action Counsil (PAC) and was included on a’ Spring 
Mobilization Committee to End the War in Vietnam, West 
Coast Steering Committee list.

The Students for a Democratic Society (SDS), as it 

is known today, came into being at a founding convention held 

at Port Huron, Michigan, in June, 1962. The SDS is an association 
of young people on the left and has a current program of pro- 
testing the draft, promoting a campaign for youth to develop 

a conscientious objector Status, denouncing United States 
intervention in the war in Vietnam and to "radically transform" 
the university community, and provide for its complete control 

by students. Gus. Hall, General Secretary, Communist Party, USA, 
when interviewed by a representative of United Press International 
in San Francisco, California, on May 14, 1965, described the 

SDS as a part of the "responsible left" which the Party has 

"going for us". At the June, 1965, SDS National Convention, 

an anticommunist proviso was removed from the SDS constitution. 

In the October 7, 1966, issue of "New Left Notes", the official 
publication of SDS, an SDS Spokesman stated that there are some 
communists in SDS and they are welcome. The national head- 
quarters of this organization as of April 18, 1967, was located 

in Room 206, 1608 West Madison Street, Chicago, Illinois.

W. E. B. DU BOIS CLUBS OF AMERICA (DCA) 


A source advised that on October 26-27, 1963, a con- 
ference of members of the Communist Party, USA (CPUSA), including 
national functionaries, met in Chicago, Illinois, for the purpose 
of setting in motion forces for the establishment of a new national 
Marxist-oriented youth organization which would hunt for the most 
peaceful transition to socialism. The delegates were told that it 
would be reasonable to assume that the young socialists attracted

A source advised on May 27, 1968, that the Women 
Strike for Peace (WSP) in the Southern California area began 
its operations in the late fall of 1961, as an affiliate of the 
national organization formed that year in Washington, D, C. 
It is a peace oriented women’s organization which is opposed 
to the present American foreign policy in Vietnam. It has 
also sought legislation which would bring about the abolition 
of the House Committee on Un-American Activities. In addition 
to conducting numerous letter writing campaigns which concern 
current United States civil rights and foreign policy problems, 
WSP locally has become quite active in draft counseling and draft 
leafleting. Counseling, in the form of providing information 
concerning alternatives to the draft, and distributing leaflets 
providing this information have taken place on an increasingly 
consistent pace. Much of the leafleting takes place adjacent to 
high school campuses and in shopping centers. WSP feels that these 
methods of opposing United States intervention in Vietnam have been 
quite effective and more effective than frequent participation in 
demonstrations protesting the war in Vietnam.

teacher for 20 years. He said he became involved in the 
peace movement in 1965, and through reading and discussion, 
he came to the conclusion the Vietnam War is "injust, illegal 
and immoral, and indeed, unstrategic to the defense of our 
country and. detrimental to its domestic policies", °

In countering the charges and allegations made 
by Miss STEWART, as outlined above in the prior articles, ' 
KALISH said the PAC, of which he was vice-chairman, 
“never considered using @ parking lot illegally". 


Regarding the utilization of sound equipment on 
the lot, KALISH said he may have: discussed with Miss STEWART 
what he considered would be a good rally if permission to 
use the parking lot could be obtained, but it was a distor- 
tion to say anyone planned to use four trucks on the lot 
without permission. 


KALISH noted that in his talks with Miss STEWART 
about what a person who appeared to be sincerely interested 
. in peace could do in the way of civil disobedience, "I was 
attenpting....to give examples of what one did or what 
other people could do...."

Regarding Miss STEWART's charge that KALISH nad 
suggested a plan whereby -she might battle police at the door 
of the hotel, KALISH said he had suggested to her she could, 
when told she would not be able to see the President, indicate 
she would sit there and wait until some representative allows 
her to present her feelings. He said he told her she probably 
would be arrested and if the press reported it, "This would 
be a small contribution toward letting the world know that 
some people are strongly against the war and they are willing 
to go so far as to risk trespassing penalties in their protest".

any incidents were planned to stop’ the march. The thing he 
thought would stop the march, and which did stop it, was 
simply the intensity of the situation.

On November 9, 1967, Special Agents of the FRI 
observed that KALISH participated in a demonstration during 
which. approximately 35 persons appeared at the office of 
the U. S. Attorney WILLIAM MATTHEW BYRNE, JR., in the U.S. 
Court House, 312 North Spring Street, Los Angeles, California. 
Many of these persons sought to leave with Mr. BYRNE what 
they’ called "Complicity Statements". 


Mr. BYRNE refused to accept this material which ' 
the demonstrators then left in the reception room of the 
U. S. Attorney's Office. Mr. BYRNE warned the demonstrators 
that these statements could constitute a violation of the 
law and that they would be given to the FBI. Among the 
peel ps Left was a statement by DONALD KALISH which reads 
as follows:

, This article reflected power and politics was the 
theme of a conference recently held' at East Los’ Angeles College | 
which had been organized mainly by the Californians for Liberal 
Representation to establish a potent left wing force that 
would have significant influence on California politics. 


According to the article, Dr, DONALD KALISH, 
Chairman of the Philosophy Department, UCLA, commented 
concerning causes and effects of the boycott. KALISH 
indicated he felt the arguments for and against the 
resolution were extremely complex and further discussion 
on this subject is necessary before the election. 


This conment related to the resolution adopted 
by the conference to boycott both Governor EDMUND G. BROWN 
and RONALD REAGAN in the forthcoming gubernatorial election.

_ organized by BOBBY GEORGE SEALE, BPP Chairman, and HUEY P. NEWTON, 
BPP Minister of Defense. NEWTON is presently serving a sentence 
of 2 to 15 years on a conviction of manslaughter in connection 
with the killing of an Cakland police officer. 


The official newspaper, "The Black Panther" which 
further describes itself as the "Black Community News Service", 
states that the BPP advocates the use of guns and guerrilla 
tactics in its revolutionary program to end oppression of the black 
people. Residents of the black community are urged to arm themselves 
against the police who are consistently referred to in the publi- 
cation as "pigs" who should be killed. 


"Phe Black Panther" issue of September 7, 1968, contains 
an editorial by BPP Minister of Education, GEORGE MASON MURRAY, 
which ends with the following: 


"Black men. Black people, colored persons of America, 
revolt everywhere! Arm yourselves. The only culture worth keeping 
is a revolutionary culture. Change. Freedom everywhere. Dynamite! 
Black Power. Use the gun. Kill the pigs everywhere." 


Included in the introduction to an article appearing in 
the October 5, 1968, edition of "The Black Panther" is the statement 
ae will not dissent from American Govemment.

Issues of "The Black Panther" regularly contain quotations 
from the writings of Chairman MAO Tse-tung of the People's Republic 
of China and feature MAO's statement that "political power grows 
out of the barrel of a gun." :

It has 
also sought legislation which would bring about the abolition 
of the House Committee on Un-American Activities. In addition 
to conducting numerous letter writing campaigns which concern 
current United States civil rights and foreign policy problems, 
WSP locally has become quite active in draft counseling and draft 
leafleting. Counseling, in the form of providing information 
concerning alternatives to the draft, and distributing leaflets 
providing this information have taken place on an increasingly 
consistent pace. Much of the leafleting takes place adjacent to 
high school campuses and in shopping centers. WSP feels that these 
methods of opposing United States intervention in Vietnam have been 
quite effective and more effective than frequent participation in 
demonstrations protesting the war in Vietnam.
